J If 
cannot sleep. \yi)eu ho retiii's to rest 
tho blootl of his victim prcsHes like u 
iiiglituuiro on his breast, and he cannot 
breatlie. In jierpetual torment be 
nioves from place to placo, but Ito can- 
not tly from liiniself. Ife is hia own 
tormentor, a miniature picture of that 
purgatory whicli tlio Roman (Catholic 
• Ireails more than death. It 
13 an old maxim that he who allows op- 
pres.sion shares tho crime and he who 
deliberately permits tlie murderer to es- 
<-apo i.s a felon. Six month.s ago wo 
called attention to several statements 
made by settlers on the IMainland with 
rBfeteace to the murderers of Tom 
PootE and his children. The circum- 
stantial evidence presented iiy ii.s was 
merely a copy of the stateraent<; that 
had boon previously jilacod in the liamls 
of our "responsible ministers. ' Lonkin;,' 
calmly at tho facts wo bad no hesita- 
tion in declaring that the evideiifi' on 
wliich Hali.id.vy had bijen arrested 
was liu(/iis and that there was no sub 
stantial charge against this unfurl imatr 
citizen. A grand jurv rocontly dedarod 
I he evidence worthless and II 
is now a free man. Hut the murderers 
of Poole are at liberty. ■ >ur local min- 
ister-s do not believe it is necessary to 
make any in<iuiry and the siittlevs m 
sochnled districts begin to t'uar ilu- con 
sequences of the puerile liddling and 
positive insignificance that direct the 
e.vecutive department of the province. 
Is there no such thing as |)ul)lic npin 
ioti ? .'Vre the peo[)le so ht lpless nv so 
stupiii as to permit our local Sdi.nNs to 
rest at ease in their offices and do nn 
thing while murderers are at huge and 
in**^! probability calculating tho 
chances of escape after comniilting an- 
other awful crime ? Tho attorney-gen- 
eral has had time enough to cruise in 
I he political latitudes of the north, lie 
may be able to secure the services of 
his partizans and a chance of holding 
his place as chief director of the do- 
nothing administration, lie docs not 
.seem to care a straw who is murdered , 
of circumstantial evidence he is not 
a judge; but ho undor.stands the art 
of making Tom, Dick and llAitiiv be- 
lieve that he is one of themselves. And 
thi.H he believes to be the whole duty 
of the man who hope."^; to be a minister, 
a chief commissioner and the boss at 
torney of a British province. In tho 
United Slates the system of electing a 
good fellow is playetl out in that coun- 
try. Tom, Dicit and >Iauuy begin to 
feul that a good follow without brains 
is not fit to make roads, or bridges, or 
laws, and that he is in a safer 
place at home or in a taproom 
than in tho Senate. "The good 
fellow," as a representative man, 
is on his last legs, and we asRure the at- 
torney-general and the two other gin- 
gerbread jokers that their negligence 
in the PoOLE murder case will be ons of 
the things that will most assuredly end 
their career as ministerial magnates. 
We are on the eve of great changes in 
political circles. A general election is 
at hand. The furinera on the .Mainland, 
trembling in terror of tho assa.sfiin anil 
persecuted by a system of doutile ta.\a 
tion, have resolved to got rid of the in 
flnence of good fellowshij) until the 
elections are over. For thirty days 
they will remcniber that men with 
brains are required to ni.ike laws ant! 
roads and to stop the career of the as- 
saa.sin. Our legislative assembly is des- 
tined to look like a place of business 
and the puerile attempts at debating 
must give way to solid, substantial 
work, "!^^y honorable friend" sounds 
well, but it simply means an honorable 
fiddlestick who rc]iresonts himself. W'p 
do not venture to ho]ii' that om- loc al 
Hoi.o.v.s will make anv attempt to secure 
the murderers of Pooi.k. .Justice must 
sleep until tho electors open their eyes. 

THE OAS UK OIL VOS'TUoy IIUSY . 

The meeting of Tuesday settled the 
matter in favor of gas. The ratepay- 
ers have almost unanimmislv cun- 
ilemncd the action of the City Council, 
declared the demands of the gas com 
pnny reasonable and advi.sed tin' 
councillors to accept the company's 
proposition. A few may be disposed 
to ignore the voice of thai mei^tiiig, to 
declare that it is not the \-oice of a ina 
jority of all the ratepayers, ami to sav 
that they will not obey it; but those 
who may act ujion that assumption will 
.soon be undeceived. If the town w jh 
polled to-morrow wc doubt if ihcn^ 
would be .50 votes reirorded in favor of 
tho use of oil. Sui'li being the case, 
wdiat is the plain duty of the coinicil- 
lors i To gracefully acquiesce in the 
wish of the meeting and make iiniuedi- 
ato arrangement.s for relighting the 
town with ga.s. The sum involved is 
altogether too jialtry to engage tin; 
serious attention of the Coum'il a single 
moment now that it is known what tin 
persons from whose pockets is drawn 
tho civic revenue desire. A conqiro 
njiae is too absurd to be talked about. 
Already, it is feared, a sum twice as 
large has been wasted in the purchase 
of lamps, posts and oil for the pro- 
posed new system. A large majority 
of the ratepayers condemn the action 
of tho Council, and there woulil bo 
nothing unmanly or degrading for 
that body to recede from their position 
in obedience to the demand. There 
is another important matter which has 
grown out of tiiis controversy to which 
we would direct attention. It is the 
proposition of Mr. Tiio.mson to reduce 
the price of gas from $1 to .'Jli.SO per 
thousand provided 7<) additional con- 
sumers for one year crd be obtained, 



and to make a further redu. tion to .^o 
per thousand w Iumi ."iM more consumers 
are added, oai-h additional luiblic lamp 
to be ci unted a.s a consumer. The 
proposition shoiUil engage the attention 
of consumers, l/oal oil at present rates 
is chea[)er y>c/- se than gas; but when 
the inconvenience and the time con 
sumed in preparing the lamps and the 
cost cpf chimin'Vs i ■ taken into con- 
aitleration, not ii. peak of the in- 
feriority of oil as ail idumimiting agent, 
the balanco will, wc think, bo found to 
be in fa\ or of the gas. Wo should 
like to hear from housekeepers anil 
storekeepers on this proposition. 



Tho Spirit of tlio^g:9. 

To THE EiiiTOU : — With respect to 
this subject upon which tho committee 
of the Mechanics' Institute h.ave ofl'ered 
a prize for tho best poem, and by ;id 
vertisi'inent invited competition, it is 
to be hoped t lio- e entering the lists ami 
indulging in the gusbings of sweet 
poetry will not regard the many in- 
stances of bai-barity so often made 
known through tin' medium of the 
press as in anv way indicative of the 
spirit of iho ago, hut rather as .so many 
exceptional and uncnutli ilcpartures 
therefrom. 

Tho s])irit of ilio ago meansnn anxioiis 
desire for gcm rai amelioration and is 
remai L'.iMe foi- its ])hilanthropy. Nevi-i' 
was such desire more sti'onglv iii.'ini- 
feslcd lhan ill the age wi- \\\ e in. 

There perhaps ina\' l>i' t'oiind somi' 
who would contend that e\en the e\- 
ces.ses that in the jjro.sont day have 
been committed, viz., by the l''reneh 
uomtnunists, the nihilists, and the Irish 
land law loaglieix. ulijeetioiuil ie ,is they 
mav a]ipear, ,'iiid ealliiig for deinuiei 
at ion are, afti.r all, uiiK so iiiaiu means 
<levised for general amolioration; and 
that the very brutalities committed are 
but indicative of intensity of desire for 
the aecomplishineni of such auudior- 
iition. Ho that as it may, it is nuicli 
to be I'cgret ted that in those days of 
enligliteiinient siu li extreme measures 
and desperate remedies should be n' 
garded as necessary. 

Now if wo look for tho origin and 
tho source from which have been 
derived the rovolutionnry actions of the 
political agitators just alluded to we 
shall lind it in tho oxamples sei in the 
lirst l''|-ench i-evolution. Tho brut.al 
ities suhseiilii'iitly committed by the 
l''reiu'li eoinmuuist.-; were the legacy of 
that liist l'"roncii levolutiou, breaking 
out again after hint; dormant .some 
half century and its eont.agioMs elleets, 
sj)read to C(.'rmaiiy, |o Uassia, to Irish 
land leaguers, and e\-ontiially to the 
Irish American press. 

When tiiase .sanguinary movements 
will subsiilo and those angry alterca 
lions cease, it is very diflieull lo pre - 
dict, but so far as Mngland is eonceiiu'd 
it is to be hoped the passing of the 
Irish land bill will li.ave a paciticatnrv 
tendencv, and allav iiiiieh animnsitv; 
and that if the Irish .\meriean pres.-i 
continue to agit.ate in favor of the 
"skirmishing h-asue ' iieing carried 
out tho American government, in 
fluenced by the brotherhood that should 
o.xist amongst nations, will do as I'.ng- 
land did in the ease ot the "p'reiheit," 
viz., invoke the lau' and de.il <mi( p.ains 
and penalties.

A Summer Trip Through Canada.

ToitosTO, Aug., 1881 

Toronto, queen city of the west, lies 
on the north shore of lake Ontario. We 
left this city at 2 o'clock a.m. on Mon 
day, tho ll'th of July. The .scenery is 
beautiful along the lake. Toronto is a 
large city, but one wouKl never think it 
liv just walking through the streets; 
but wdn^n you are on the laki- it is a 
si"ht never to be forgotten, -church 
spires and public buildings, great ware- 
houses and private residences appear 
grand in tho distance. The lake is like 
an ocean, .so large that as the steamer 
proceeds land can only be .seen on one 
side, and some times it cannot bo seen 
at all. .\t six o'clock we stop|)ed at.a 
place called Howmansville. It is a 
small town very prettily situated. The 
boat runs into a kind of canal, und 
after landing the pa8senger.s and mail 
returns to thelakeand continues until it 
reaches Port Ho])e, wdiich is a ])retty 
place. Wo saw the Port llo[)e 
Collego in the distance; it is lofty build 
ing, and very much liko tho T'liiversity 
of Toronto. We longed to step ashore 
and see tho six Victoria boys, who are 
being educated there, but the cajitain, 
like lime andtide,would waitfornoithcr 
man nor woman, so wo pushed ahead. 
.\t eight o'clock wo stopped at Coburg, 
I which is a beautiful place, very like 
X'ictoria. All tho fashion and beauty 
I were down on the wdiarf to st.>e the 
boat come in. Coburg is situated amid 
j trees. It is a lovely sight to see the 
1 steeples of the churches towering above 
the trees and the houses nestled be 
I tween. At three o'clock in the morn- 
! ini; wo stopped at Kingston, where wo 
I lay until live in the morning. Nothing 
can be seen of the city from tho wharf, 
for it is built a long way otl'. .'Vftor 
leaving K'ingston we began to enter 
, the 'Meat

What a beautiful river i» is, llnwing 
on its eiiiu'se to join the ocean. We 
I then skirted along tho Thousand Is- 
lands. They are dotted all over the 
river; some have light houses built u]) 
, on theni. Others have little farms, and 
• others again are destitute of habitation 
The further we go tho more we .see of 
' this great river as it curves in and out 
I and grows so wide al the mouth that 
vou cannot see land. We reached 
P.rockville about nine o'clock. This is 
i a line place. Along the shore at dif 
ferent points people have built boat 
I houses, and I should think that yacht 

ing is a poimlar amusement. The 
j houses in the town are built mostly of 
I stone and look very jiretty amongst the 
! green trees. Wo next began to draw 
j near to the old town of Prescott. The 
' country all around is very fertile and 
' in places is covered with maple and fir 
I trees. .A f twelve o'clock wo entered 

the 

I'IKST KAPIl). 
The bout swung from .side to side, 
we soon entered the rapid known as 
the "Longue Sault." The water rose 
very high and the boat pitched and 
rolled so much that the ])cople were 
very nearly thrown ofl' their feet. Wo 
seemed always running into i-apids; 
no sooner got out of one than we en- 
tered another. The Cedar rajiids are 
very beautiful — in fact the best of all. 
.\s a gentleiuan remarked: "Wo are 
now coming to a rapid which is iudeeil 
a rapid; in fact therapidest rapid of all 
therapid.s." After passing the lapids 
we saw where

enq)tics into the St. Lawrence. The 
Nvatcrs of tho Ottawa run side by sitlc 
for some distance before mingling. It 
is a beautiful sight, for the .St. Law 
rencu is a dark blue, and tho Ottawa a 
light ]iurple. Wc could now see 
.Montreal in the distance. It a large, 
husy aiul beautiful City, situated at tho 
foot of a mountain, with a forest of 
shi])ping lying at its whafves. (in tho 
Kith July we were detained by fog and 
had to anchor in tho river. The captain 
would not go on as there was a danger 
ous reef of rocks noa'\ The boat we 
wore on is a pleasure boat and the state 
rooms are all built lilce the bridal rooms 
on tho mail steamshij) Idaho. \i last, 
about 12 o'clock, the fog lifted a little, 
find the boat was able to go on to 

QflCUKC. 

We were too lato to catch tho train 
for .Metis, so we had to remain there 
until Thursday morning. (Quebec 
is a very old city. It is built on a hill 
and is stirrounded by stone walls. The 
streets are so narrow that one could 
shake hands out of the window with a 
person on tho opposite side. The houses 
are built ])rinci])ally of stone, varying 
from one to four stories in height. We 
drove out in the afternoon to sec 
Notre Dame— that ia the Koman Cath- 
olic cathedral. It is a handsome and 
imposing building of stone. The pictures 
inside the church are very beautiful, be- 
ing painted by the old niaster.s. They 
have also some very handsome statues. 
We drove through the gates erected by 
Lord DufJorin. They are only archways 
nf stone, with a littlo tower at one end. 
Drove out to the "Plains of Abraham.' 
On tijeso plains Wolfo defeated Montcilm 
and decided tho dostinj' of Lower Canada. 
There is a monument of stone witii an 
iron railing round it erected to Wolfe's 
memory Drove to the citadel, which is 
surrounded with fltone walls with Injlos 
cut in them for tho cannon. Tlicro is 
only one regiment stationed there now 
and thoy live within tho barracks. The 
Marquis of Lome's house is there. Que- 
boc is divided into upper and lower town. 
The lower town is where all the business 
is carried on and the upper whore the 
people live. kUer lea we took a «lrnll on 



DulTerin Terrace, which is a broad walk 
I bolow tlic citadel and whore everyune 
pruMienadcs of an evening. We left Que- 
I ijec on the 1-Uh and crossed over in a for- 
■ ry boat to Point Levis, a town on tho op- 
positp side whore the trains start from. We 
left J?oint IiBvis at about ten minutes past 
eight a. ni; anii arrived at Metis about 
' live o'clock. I\Ioti.s is only a small sea- 
isidoplaco; (he hotel is very near the 
j water anil there is a voiy nice beach for 
bathing. One can hardly realize that 
this water, which looks liko a sea, is only 
• the river St. Lawrence. Metis i.s a very 
I pretty village, very quiet and pleasant. 

A gieat number of people go there 
I every .summer, many having cottages of 
iheirnwii. Tlie bathing is very nice, a 
i litlle cold, perha|vs, hut one doe.s not 
' mind that. Wont to .see the grand iMetia 
I falls. \\'e had to drive for about ten 
miles along tho .sea.'ihore. Then we turn- 
ed info the woods imtil wo reached tho 
falls. Oil! how grand tho waters are — 
rushing over the steep sides, dashing 
and riiarinn as they carry huice logs down 
over the rocks. Seme prefer thinn In

Soath of Another Flonoor. 

Another '08 pioneer, Mr. Juhn Lewis, 
jiaaaed away yesterdiQ' nbout 1 p, m. witli 
awful suddenness. He loft his house at 
11 ii.in. and went to Mrs. Medina's place, 
James Hay, to do a jol) uf whitewashing 
which he liad bargauiod ti) perform and 
while busy fell down and it in thought in- 
atantly expired. Wiiou first seen he was 
supposed to be asleep, but shortly after- 
wards on further examination life was 
found to be entirely e.\tinct. Deceased 
had been complainini,' for a few days pre- 
viously of not being able til walk far with 
out resting, and on Sunday he consulted 
Dr. Trimble, who soon pronounced him 
far gone with lieart disease and gave him 
imperative orders to discontinue work. 
Having this small job on hand, however, 
he concluded to try and to do it, but fell 
at liis po.st. Mr. Lewis has been well 
known in thi.s city .since 1S5S, when witli 
many other colored peojilo he came here 
and invested in town property. He, to- 
gether with his first wife, were Ixjrn in 
slaveiy in tho state of Maryland. .\t an 
early age ho learned the tr;ide of a black- 
smith and by carefully .-jawing all Ills 
earnings, while yet a young, man purchas- 
ed his own feedom. He then devoted 
all his earnings to the redemption of his 
yuung wife; and having aceumpUshud Hiis 
object left Baltimore for Philadelphia. In 
1848 they loft for California, where he 
worked at mining with varied .iucces.s till 
atartiiig for British Columbia. While in 
the mines of Gulifornia he lo.st lii.s voice 
and had never been able to 3[)palv above a 
whisper since. This mi.sfortune was un- 
doubtedly brought on by severe labor and 
the exposure incident to a niiner'.s life; 
but the old man, wlio alino.st .since child- 
hood has been a ccm.scicntiou.s Methodi.it, 
attributed this affliction to a judgnunt 
from the Almighty for not endeavoring to 
check the wickedness and bla.sphemy of 
his associates in the California min- 
ing camps. Deceased was a pow- 
erful, well built man, probably 
over 70 years of ago, of considerable 
shrewdness and originality, greatly re- 
spected by all who knew him and of much 
tntluence for good, not only among people 
of his own color, but among all with whom 
he came in contact in the church to which 
he belonged, lli.i .stirring, ((uaint. and 
Bomctimea lumioiuu.s ajipeals at cliureli 
meetings will not aooii be forgotten by 
those who have had the privilege of list- 
ening to them. It is generally supposed 
that hen had no relations, near or remote, 
belonging to him, either in the States or 
tdse where. 

ChinKsf. Gambi.kiw in .Sa.S FkaNi Isi o. 
In a letter received fnnii .San Francisco 
mention is made uf the police liavin^' 
pounced upon some 200 Cliinainen en 
gaged in unlawfully playing at a ganiblint,' 
game called "Tan," and that alihongii 
tliere was a general scamporing and rush 
made 16" the door to escape, the police 
managed to -spcure seventy of them and 
marched ihum oil' to guol, whore they 
were all fined §'20 each, and paid the 
81400 to which tho duos amounted. A 
nice haul, it is remarkud, for that city, 
and the police every night succeed in 
ctitching such oflciidors.

SilYor Buerlo Contest. 

The Halifa.K Hcyald of August I'.'th 
states that the contest at the Bedforil 
range for the silver bugle presented by 
Col. Laurie, and §30 .tdded by the Asso- 
ciation, i.s expected to be one of the keen- 
e.st ever known in the annals of provin- 
cial shooting. The conditions of the 
match are as follows: To be com[)eled for 
annually by teams of ten from any cav.'i.l- 
ry corps, field battery, brigade of artillery 
or battalion of infantry or ritles, organized 
in the province of Nova Scotia. Distance, 
200, 400 and liOO yards. Seven rounds at 
each range. No sigliting shots. The 
bugle to be handed over for the year to 
the commanding oliicer of the winning 
corps, to he further competed for liy 
teams of ten men from each battery or 
company of tho brigade or battalion, at 
the same distances and saiiu! luimber of 
rounds. This eoinpany competition is 
not to be hold during; the annual practice 
of the several companies, hut it is to be 
a separate and distinct competition, and 
full returns forwared to the secretary of 
the Proviueial Rifle Association, Should 
tho commanding ofRcer of winning eorp.s 
be imable from any cause to carry out the 
competition by a team from eic/i of the 
companies in his corps, he is to rejiort to 
that efl'ect, and surrender the bugle to 
the corps standing next in tho battalion 
competition, who will receive it subject 
to the fulfdmont of these conditions. The 
company competition need not beheld on 
the battalion range, but under proper 
supervision can be lieM lui the several 
company ranges as far as possible on the 
.same day and under the same conditions. 
.Additional interest i.s imparted to the con- 
lest at llalifa.x by the fact that C(doiiel 
L:uirie has presented a silver bugle for 
competition by the militia of this jiro- 
viiico inider regulations iirocisely similar. 
.\ comparison of the relative shooting by 
c. iitestiints here and at Halifa.v will be a 
uuitter of considerable interest i>olh i" 
till' corps and the public generally. 

The Biilish .sliip Cliiinnaii, Captain 
Lewis, arrived in Royal Uo:ul3 yesterday 
moi iiing 138 days from Harrow-on-Fur- 
ness, England, with 15G0 tons of steel 
rails for the laktiul railroad. Siie was 
towed into Esquiinalt harbor by the Etta 
White wh(!ro she will discharge. She left 
I?arrow-on-Furness on the 10th .April and 
crossed the eijuator on the .Atlantic side 
on the 12th INIay. Had moderate winds 
to near the latitiiile of Cape 1 lorn. Was 
ofl"the Strait of Le Maire on the Mth 
June. Encountered head winds and tre- 
mendous seas, and a succession of very 
heavy g.ales for l.'i days otf the Horn, 
during whicli no progress whatever was 
made. Crossed the e(]uafor again on the 
5th July and had light norllicrly winds 
on to Capo Flattery. .Arrived in tlu- 
straits on Saturday last and in Koyal 
Roads yesterday morning. Findlay, Dur- 
ham & Brodic of this city are the ccui- 
signces. 

The hatches of the biu-qiie Doxford were 
removed yesterday nicn-niiiL; when lier 
e:irgo was found to bi' in tir.st-class con- 
dition. Botween 300 ami -100 tons are 
for I'ortland, Oregon, to which port she 
is bound for a return cargo after discharg- 
ing hero. .A new boiler for the D. (i. 
steamer Sir James Douglas w.ns ilischarged 
ill the afternoon. 

Steamship Hylton Castle passed up U,v 
Departure Bay yesterday afternoun.

It. i.s not merely his own followcrH, it is 
the whole House, who feel on such oc 
casions how powerful a leader he is, 
how worthy of his position. Even 
Cou.servatives and irreconcilable.s are

?tliuist,er lias fought his battle under 
the most hara.s8ing circumstances, and 
after forty-nine years of ardent jiarlia- 
lucntary life.
